TAE Endowments of this College 
need not be rehearſed, being all ſpecified 
in the Foundreſſes Will ; and tho? it ap- 
pears from thence, that ſhe her ſelf was 
very liberal, having beſtow'd good Lands 
and Manors of her own, yet the Abbey 
of Creyke, given her by Henry VII. and 
God's Houſe, which was the Foundation 
of Henry VI. did go a good way and 
pretty deep in this Foundation: And 
therefore the Maſter and three Fellows 
of the old Foundation, 7ohn Scot, Edward 
Fowke, and Thomas Nunne were con- 
tinued Members of the new College, and 
Henry VI. is, I ſuppoſe, yet com- 
memorated, as a Founder or Benefactor 
in that Society; as William Bingham,

HAVING 
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HAvING done thus much for the Ns“. col. 
Schools of Learning, ſhe had ſome reaſon 2 
to think, ſhe had done enough, and 
therefore her other Charities were intend- 
ed at the Religious Houſe at Weſtminſter, 
where her Son had projected a ſumptuous 


Chapel for his own Interment, and where 
ſhe her ſelf intended to lie. 


THIS, according to the Genius of the 
Age, was intended for the Health and 
Good of her Soul, by having Maſſes and 
Dirges ſaid there, for its Reſt and Hap- 
pineſs: But having communicated her 
Deſign to Biſhop Fiſber, the great Directer 
of her Charity, he ſuggeſted to her (what 
indeed had been ſuggeſted by him before 
the Foundation of Chri/t's College) that 
the Religious Houle at Weſtminſter, was Lib. Rub. 
already wealthy enough (as it was the 
richeſt in England) and did not want 
Support or Maintenance; that the Schools 
of Learning were meanly endow'd, that 
the Proviſions for Scholars were very few 
and ſmall, and that Colleges were yet 
wanting towards their Maintenance; that 
by ſuch Foundations ſhe might have two 
Ends and Deſigns atonce, that ſhe might 


thereby

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thereby double her Charity, and double 
her Reward, byaffording as well Supports 
to Learning, as Encouragements to Vir- 
tue. 


THE good Lady, who had all Reve- 
rence for her Confeſlor, and was all Obe- 
dience to her Guide, was eaſily prevail'd 
with to alter her parpoſe ; but being un- 
der ſome I ies and Engagements to her Son, 
in their common Deſigus at Weſtminſter, 
nothing could be done without his Con- 
ſent, which ſhe was nice in asking. The 
ſame Perſon that gave the Advice, under- 
took this nice and invidious Employment, 
and being guarded with the Princeſſes 
Letters, he apply'd to the King with fo 
much Prudence and Dexterity, that he 
obtain'd his Conſent for altering her De- 
ſign.

tion. 


And yet ſo it was; great Exceſſes 
were charg'd upon them, whereof they 
were too guilty ; and tho I cannot doubt, 
but their Guilt was aggravated, yet they 
were certainly very diſſolute in their 
Lives, and prodigal in their Expences, 
not in Charity or Hoſpitality, which 
they were oblig'd to by their Rule and 
Order, but in Exceſs and Riot, and in 
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theſe Expences could not be maintain'd 

by their Ordinary Revenues and Annual 
Income, the Moveables of their Houſe 
were fold or pawin'd, nor were their Sa- 

cred Veſſels {par'd, or indeed longer Sa- 
cred, but were ſold and proſtituted with * 
their other Furniture; and when theſe 
would not ſatisfie (as nothing is enough 

for Luſt and Riot) their Lands and 

ſettled Eſtates were at laſt alienated or 
engag d for large Summs of Money, as 
the College Account J ſays, for more Lib. Rub. 


than all their Lands being ſold, were 


really worth; which for a good rea ſon I 
cannot believe, becauſe they had not 
then been worth their taking. 


So far they had gone, and ſo deep 
they were involv'd, that they ſeem to 
© have been at a ſtand, and did not well 
know how to make further Advances; 
but their laſt Stores and Funds being 
exhauſted, and their Credit ſunk, the 
' Maſter and Brethren were diſpers'd, Hoſ- 


pitality and the Service of GOD (the 


two Great Ends of their Inſtitution) 


were equally neglected, and in effect the 


Houſe was abandon d. 
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T #15 being the Condition of the 
Old Houſe, in a manner diſolved alrea- 
dy by its own Crimes, the beſt thing that 
could be done for it, was to diſſolve it 
3 by Authority, and to ingraft a College 
upon the old Stock, that might bring 
| forth better Fruit. The firſt thing to be 
had towards this, was, the Conſent of 
the Biſhop of Ely, both as reputed Foun-
